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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/24/04 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The response submitted by Applicant does not overcome the rejection 
made by Examiner in the last Office action. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Wicks'012 or Zwienner'741 or '170. 

The rejection is maintained for the reasons as stated in the last Office action and 
for the following reasons: 1 

Note that the aspartate of the claimed formula is derived from the process of 
claim 2. 

Note that the references do disclose the required reactants and the process 
conditions in the claimed step A.(see last Office action). 

Applicant's arguments are based on the claimed step B in the use of the claimed 
ethylene carbonate, propylene carbonate and epsilon-caprolactone. 

Note that the references do disclose the hydroxyl group containing polylactones 
which are suitable for the preparation of the prepolymers and the semi-prepolymers 
(see col. 4, lines 24-28 of Wicks; col. 3, lines 56-59 of '741 ; col. 3, lines 49-52 of '170)— 
.Note that claim 4 defines a prepolymer comprising the reaction product of a 
polyisocyanate with the aspartate and claim 4 can be considered as a semi-prepolymer. 

It's clear to see that the caprolactone can react with the claimed step A to form 
an aspartate and then react with a polyisocyanate to form the claimed prepolymer 
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(claim 4); or react with other isocyanate reactive compounds to form the isocyanate 
reactive component before reacting with a polyisocyanate component, as in claim 3. 

Therefore, the aspartate of the claimed formula must be considered inherent in 
the prior art with the claimed definitions of each variation. 

Applicant's arguments are also based on the characteristics of the variations in 
the claimed formula. Said arguments have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive for the reasons as stated above. 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action.
